This is in response to the Election of Species Requirement dated September 7, 2004. 
Priority Issue 

In the Office Action Summary, the Examiner has acknowledged Applicants' claim to 
priority but indicates that the certified copy of the priority document has both been received and 
not been received. 

Since the certified copy of the priority document was filed when the application was 
filed, Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner clarify that the certified copy of the 
priority document has been received. 

Election of Species 

In response to the election of species requirement made by the Examiner, Applicants note 
in general that they elect the embodiment disclosed in Example 1 (pages 129-136) of the present 
application. The particular elements used in Example 1 are specifically discussed below. 
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General Formula (I) 

On page 2 of the Office Action, in paragraph B.I., the Examiner indicates that claims 1- 
19 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species of the general formula I side 
chain, and requires that Applicants elect a single disclosed chemical structure species. 

In response, Applicants elect structure A-l disclosed on page 22 of the present 
specification:

Repeating Unit of Alkali-Soluble Polymerizable Polymer 

On page 2 of the Office Action, in paragraph B.2., the Examiner indicates that claims 1- 
19 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising many possible 
repeating unit chemical structures of the general alkali-soluble polymerizable polymers, and 
requires that Applicants elect a single disclosed repeating unit chemical structure species.

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In response, Applicants elect the specific polymerizable polymer P-l disclosed on page 
36. Polymerizable polymer P-l is used in Example 1 as described at page 130, lines 14-15. 



Sensitizing Dye 

On page 3 of the Office Action, in paragraph B.3., the Examiner indicates that claims 1- 
19 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species of the general sensitizing 
dye, and requires election of a single disclosed sensitizing dye. 

In response, Applicants elect sensitizing dye Y-l disclosed on page 143. In this regard, 
Applicants note that Example 1 uses sensitizing dye [Y] described in Table 2 (see page 136, line 
1), and Table 2 shows that the sensitizing dye [Y] for Example 1 is sensitizing dye Y-l: 




Therefore, the elected repeating unit is:
